a connecting member that electrically connects said upper unit to said lower unit; 
and 

a hinge that connects said upper unit to said lower unit, 
wherein said hinge comprises: 

a perpendicular opening and closing shaft to perpendicularly open and close said 
upper unit with respect to said lower unit; and 

a horizontal rotation shaft, connected to said lower unit, to horizontally rotate said 
upper unit with respect to said lower unit, 

wherein said upper unit comprises: 
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a first engagement portion having said perpendicular opening and closing shaft 
inserted therein!,]; and 

first bracket and second bracket which are fixed to the horizontal rotation shaft, 
wherein the first bracket supports the perpendicular opening and closing shaft, 
the connecting member is inserted into the second bracket, and 

[wherein] the connecting member is wound in a space on an extension line of 
one end side of the perpendicular opening and closing shaft.
